1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. This was made 
to cancel out all the withdrawn claims, and to amend claim 12 to remedy the 101 issue. 
Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may 
be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, 
it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Please rewrite claim 12 as follows: 

12. (Currently amended) A computer program product for i mp l ement i ng, i n a c li ent system 
that commun i cates w i th a server system, where i n the c li ent system i nc l udes a comput i ng dev i ce 
that i nc l udes stored program i nstruct i ons used i n the operat i on of the c li ent system, the 
computer program product compr i s i ng: 

a computer-readable storage medium carrying computer-executable 
instructions, that when executed at the a client system that communicates with a server 
system , cause the client system to perform the method, including the acts of: 

checking the validity of stored system program instructions at the client system 
and checking the validity of stored application program instructions at the client system 
to determine whether the stored system program instructions or the stored application 
program instructions have a corrupted portion so as to render the corrupted portion 
unreadable as intended; 

after determining that either the stored system instructions or the stored 
application instructions have a corrupted portion: 

connecting the client system to the server system; 
receiving replacement instructions for the corrupted portion from the 
server system; and 
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replacing the corrupted portion of the stored program instructions with 
the replacement instructions; and 

determining, at the client system, that a new software version was downloaded 
onto the client system while the client system was in a powered off state, wherein the 
powered off state is a state in which the client device is able to receive software 
upgrades and in which the client device is unable to direct communication to the server. 

Please cancel claims 30-31, 33-50 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Nathan Rau on 10/23/08. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner's amendment 10/23/08 places the application into condition for allowance by 
cancelling all the withdrawn claims and amending remaining claim 12 to remedy the 101 
rejection. Previous amendments bring out the subject matter distinguishing over the 
prior art of record, including describing the details of the powered off state and checking 
the validity of both the system program instructions and application program 
instructions. Heath et al comes close in regard to upgrading program code, but does 
not have all the features of independent claim 12 (computer readable storage medium) 
of the present invention. The features combined of independent claim 12 are not set 
forth in the prior art of record.
